FOUND FOR FARM PRODUCTS 


Line Elevators Press: 
For Research In West 


——3 03 i= 
Farm: chemurgy — the new ally of 
agricuiture — is aimed to bring to the 
consumer new things and necessities 
of lite at low cost and = yet provide 
greatcr income for teh farmer, said 


Cecil Lamont on his return from at- 
tending the Sixth Annual Chemurgic 
Conierence of 1,000 leaders of Ameri- 
can Agriculture. Industry and Science 
held in Chicago. Mr Lamont represent- 
ed the Line Elevator Companies at the 
conference, 

At the meeting Mr Lamont put for- 
ward a proposal that the Farm Chem- 
urgice Counsil form an Eastern and a 
Wesiern Canadian Diviston, The pro- 
posal will be considered by the newly 
elected Board of Directors of the As- 
sociation at their spring meeting. Mr 
Lamont has been asked to submit pro- 
posed names of Canadian representa: 
tives to act on the Board of Directors. 

Leaders in science outlined to the 
gathering the new discoveries of re- 
search for finding new industrial uses 
for farm products. Representative of 
one large industrial concern said that 
his Company has spent $87,000,000 
since 1902 on scientific research and 
40 per cent of its sales ate now made 
up of produsts which were not known 
or in use 20 years ago. This company 
is onw spending $7,000,000 annually on 
research, Each new product which it 
brings out requires an average Of six 
years of preliminary research, On May 
15th it will put a new type of = silk 
stockings on the market made from 
coal air and water which It is contend- 
ed will largely replace silk stockings. 
It 19 claimed that these new “nylon” 
stockings are identical with silk hose 
and are run-resistant and will wear 
much longer than ordinary silk. 

The four regional research laborat- 
ories erected by the United States 
Government will be in operation this 
year. They are dedicated to finding 
new industrial uses for farm products 
and the Government is expending 
$4,000,000 annually for their upkeep, 

Mr Lamont said that the North- 
West Line Elevators’ Asociation will 
make further representations to the 
Dominion Government for the approp- 
riation of funds for the establishment 
of a Western Division of the National 
Research Council during the coming 
session of parliament. The purpose of 
this laboratory will be to find new 
uses and extend markets for wheat 


and other products of the Western 


farm. 
Glass that stretches is a new com- 
modity which will be on the market 


within a short time, said Mr Lamont. 

The conference was informed that 
Russia was now producing $1,000,000 
arres of sun-flowers for oil extractio. 
from sun-flower seeds. There weie 
great increases of acreage devoted tu 
sunflowers taking place in the Argen- 
tine also. Mr Lamont pointed ov. 
that this is a commodity which could 
be grown in Canada to advantage. 
Use of skim milk by industry had in- 
creased from 1,689,000,000 pounds i. 
1920 to 9,308,000,000 pounds in 1937, 
Casien made from skim milk was be- 
ing used for making buttons, belt buc- 
kles, plastics, paints, pastes, clothing, 
leather tanning and scores of other 
uses, This was also an industry which 
could be developed for the use of 
waste skim milk in Canada, 

Mr Lamont pointed out that Board 
of Trade, Universities, and the great 
industrial leaders of the United 
States were heartily supporting the 
chemurgic movement in the United 
States. He urged that similar interest 
be taken by those interested in farm 
prosperity in Canada. “One of the 
Lest means of doing this was to sup- 
port the demand for a Western Divis- 
fon of the National Research Council” 
he said.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON PROVINCIAL 
DOMINION RELATIONS TABLED 


Report of Royal Commission on Pro- 
vincial-Dominion Relations, result of 
two years’ work, will be tabled till hos- 
tilities cease— This means provinces 
will have to handle their own _ prob- 


lems inthe meantime. 

Ottawa— The permanent settlement 
of fiecal relations between the Federal 
and Provincial Governments of Can- 
seems likely to be postponed for the 
duration of the war. This will mean 
important consequences for all the 
Provinces of Canada, 

Just ag the war broke out the Royal 
Commission on Provincial-Dominion 
Relations was completing two years 0: 
work designed to revise the financial 
set up of government in Canada.. Its 
report, recommending a revision of re- 
lations between the Federal and Proy- 
incial Government, is ready now and 
will be tabled in Parliament shortly, 
But unfortunately Canada is hardly Ti 
@ position to do anything final about 
it. 

When the war came the immediate 
financial problem of Canada was that 
the Federal Government and nearly all 
the Provincial Governments were fail- 
ing to balance their budgets, The Pro- 
vinces demanded more fields of reven- 
ue, or alternatively, that the Domin- 
fon take over part of their costs for 
such thinge as social services, ‘This 
was teh origin of the Royal Commis- 
sion. 

The report is understood to contain 
drastic recommendationg designed to 
rectify this long-standing difficulty. 
As generally foreshadowed by sources 
clogest to the Government, the report 
recommends, in brief, that the Feder- 
al Government take over some of the 
existing costs of the Provinces and 
grant them increased subsidies, But in 
return the Dominion would teke over 
some existing provincial revenues, 
notably teh income tax. . 

Obviously the Federa) Goverpment 


will be pressed to the limit for rev- 
enues and will have to supply the de- 
ficiency with war loans, It certainly 
will have no margin to hand over to 
the Provinces, no matter what the 
Royal Commission may alvise, or jus- 
tice suggest. 

Meanwhile provincial governments 
who have sent representatives here 
lately have been told quietly to pre- 
pare for difficult times. They have 
been given no hope of large federal 
loans for public works and relief pro- 
jects, such as Canada has financed 
through the national eredit in the last 
ten years. The clear intimation is 
that provincial governments will be 
wise to depend upon their own resour- 
ces this year and to make their plans 
accordingly. 

Loans To Be Refunded— 

Many Provinces are faced now, or 
will be within a year or two, with 
large maturing loans, floated years 
ago in Britain, the United States and 
Canada. Tyse must be refunded and 
if the Federal Government is borrow- 
ing heavily for war purposes, some 
Provinces may have diffisulty in get- 
ting money at reasonable rates. They 
will ask for Federal Government loans, 
or guarantees which would make their 
bonds marketable. 

The solution for this problem long 
ago proposed by the present Govern- 
ment of Canada was a Federal Loan 
Council, modeled on that of Australia. 
Any Province joining the Loan Coun- 
cil would have its debts, past and fut- 
ure, guaranteed by the Federal Govern 
ment but in return it could not borrow 
money without Federal approval. This 
plan was indignantly rejected by most 
Provinces as an invasion of the priu- 
ciple of Provincia] autonomy. 

The plen may be revived now, in 
one form or anotber, to assist some of 
the Provinces, or all of them, with the 
management of debt during the war
